When an animal attacks a person, there are always stories about 
it on TV and in the newspapers. But people are usually more 
dangerous than animals. Every year, we kill approxirr ly 100 
million sharks, but sharks only at three or four people, and 
crocodiles six or seven. More people die in accider with chairs! 

Animals aren’t really a problem for people, but we are a problem 
for animals. We eat millions of tonnes of fish and meat every year. 
But people don’t kill animals just for food. They also hunt them for 
fur or for fun. While you're reading this, people are hunting whales 
in the Arctic, tigers in Asia and elephants in Africa. 

At the moment, animals are becoming extinct in every part of the 
world. The 'red list’ of animals in danger includes insects, frogs, 
chameleons, fish and bigger animals, like bears and whales. We 
aren’t killing all these animals directly, but they are dying and 
becoming extinct because of human actions.

’The internet started in 1969 in the USA. It 
was called ARPANET at first, but its name 
soon changed to ‘the internet’. Universities 
used it to communicate ideas and 
information. In those days, computers were 
enormous machines and not many people 
used them. 


This began to change in 1971 when Ray 
Tomlinson, an American engineer, sent the 
first email message. He chose the symbol @ 
on his keyboard to identify his email address. 


The internet didn’t become really popular 
until Tim Berners-Lee, an English scientist, 
invented the World Wide Web in 1989. 


His invention was very important because 
it became possible to do a lot more things 
on the internet like listening to music 
and watching videos. He created the first 
website and named it info.cem.ch. He used 
the symbol ‘ch’ for Switzerland because he 
worked in Geneva. 


After that, people created millions of 
websites on every topic. At first, it wasn’t 
easy to find information, so in the early 
1990s many universities developed search 
engines. Lycos was one of the first of these 
and later, Yahoo! and Google became very 
popular. 


Today, you don’t need a big computer to go 
on the internet. You can use a smart phone 
or a laptop with a wi-fi connection.

Where can you see wild bears and elks in their 
natural environment? Where are wolves and 
mountain goats safe from hunters? Created in 1885, 
Banff National Park is Canada’s first national park 
and the home of many wild animals. 

Banff National Park is in the north of the Rocky 
Mountains, in the west of Canada. There are 6,641 
square kilometres of beautiful mountains, forests, 
rivers and lakes in the park. This is home for fifty- 
three different mammals and hundreds of birds, 
fish and amphibians. Some of these animals are 
very rare, for example, the endangered mountain 
lion. But others, like elk or bighorn sheep, are 
common. You can often see these animals from 
your car when you are driving in the park! 

The park is a great tourist attraction and over four 
and a half million people visit it every year. One 
very popular animal is the wolf. About forty wolves 
live in the park today and many people come to see 
them. But it’s very difficult to see wolves because 
they are scared of people and they only hunt at 
night. 

When you are walking or driving in the park, you 
need to be very careful because some animals are 
dangerous. Every year, there are road accidents 
with elks. In spring, male elks sometimes attack 
cars! Bears don’t usually attack people. They 
can’t see very well, but they run away if they 
hear people. 

There are forty-two national parks in Canada, but 
they only cover 2.5% of the country. This is a very 
small area for a very big country!
